If the UK Board oWnAtccs needs 
an cxafhple of the harm that profes- 
sors such a* Mr. Morin and Miss 
Marlatt can do, they need only read 
the letters published in the kernel 
and the Lcxint'ton Herald written by 
Mr. Hubert llalfhill. When any stu- 
dent is influenced by any professor 
to parrot the Moscow line, it is time 
tor that professor to leave a tax sup- 
ported institution. A suposedlv well- 
educated man or woman should base 
the sense to resign in such a contro- 
versy. If they do not the University 
should take the proper steps toward 
effecting their removal. 

Mr. Half hill says he is for dis- 
armament. That is fine. So are many 
other people. But unilateral disarm- 
ament is abject surrender. No Amer- 
ican who understands the ideals of 
this great land, no American who 
loves his country is for such sur- 
render. The Soviet Master State will 
accept nothing but this surrender. 
Within the past year they have shown 
to the world that they are not inter- 
ested in disarmament. Their delegate 
at Geneva refused to accept the So- 
viet Union’s own proposal when the 
Allied delegates agreed to it. In effect 
the Soviet Union has clearly shown 
they will accept nothing but total 
surrender. 

Mr. Halfhill speaks of civil dis- 
obedience. One can only laugh with 
pity at a suggestion that this would 
work in the Soviet Universal State. 
There is no protest against Soviet 
rule. Ask the dead entangled in the 



barbed wire surrounding the Berlin 
wall. Ask those Hungarian patriots 
who tric’d to show title world how 
precious freedom is abc«it protest. In 
a more nonviolent area ask those 
jx aee marchers who tried to protest 
Soviet unclear policy in Moscow last 
summer. 

The United States. is "dominated 
by brutally, suicidal warlords, says 
Mr. llalfhill. Many Americans today 
feel we are dominated In hesitant, 
fearful appeasers. But then Mr. Hall- 
hill probably thinks that Neville 
Chamberlain was one. of this cen- 
tury’s greatest heroes. 

“Until freedom lives again, at 
UK." That is indeed a stirring phrase. 
Let us capitalize that word FBEE- 
DOM. Freedom does not mean 
license. Freedom is responsibility. 
Freedom must be protected from 
those who would dishonor it. Mr. 
llalfhill, Mr. Morin, and Miss Marlatt 
would ignore the implied responsi- 
bility and licentiously use our wry 
freedoms to destroy those same free- 
doms. 

“An individual may sacrifice his 
life for his values, but the human race 
must not destroy itself.”, says Mr. 
llalfhill. The human race is individ- 
uals, not an amorphous, unfeeling en- 
tity. The human race must have ideals 
and values. If one does not have 
values to die for, what has he to live 
for? 

Go ahead and fast Mr. Halfhill. 
When you get hungry enough, you 
will eat. If you don’t, you will have 
Lad the satisfaction of dying for what 
you believe in.

Are We Losing In Latin America?

Editor’s Note: The following art- 
icle is an interpretative news analysis 
concerning the relationship of the 
I nited States with 19 Latin American 
countries. The article deals pri- 
ntarily with the Alliance lor I'rog- 
less and its shortcomings. 

In August 1961 the United States 
and 19 Latin American countries 
signed the Punta del Este Charter. 
The Charter formally declared the* in- 
tended cooperation between the 
United States and its Latin American 
neighbors toward eliminating the eco- 
nomic and political woes of South 
America. 

The (.’barter is the blueprint for 
the* Kennedy Administrations ener- 
getic Alliance for Progress. Through 
it the United State s lias pledged 10 
billion dollars over the next decade 
toward bolstering the lagging econ- 
omics of the 19 signatory nations. In 
return, these nations have promised 
numerous internal reforms such as 
the strengthening of democratic in- 
stitutions, overall skicial, economic, 
and land reform programs, and the 
tac kling ol large scale housing and 
public health projects. 

President Kenneth has declared 
the Mliancc to !>»• “a vast effort, un- 
parallc led in magnitude and nobility 
of pmpose. to satish the needs of the* 
Latin American people lor homes, 
work rtiul land, health and schools. 

There are those who wonder il this 
program can save Latin America. 
W hile seeing the Alliance’s potential, 
some officials believe too much is 
being attempte d too Lite 

Until the Cuban resolution three 
years ago, the United States had re- 



mained quite indifferent to the. woes 
of its South American neighbors. 
Castro’s overthrow of the corrupt 
Batista government and the quick 
social reforms instituted, deeply im- 
pressed Latin Americans who had 
hoped tor similar reforms in their 
own countries. With Castro’s ulti- 
mate surrender to communism, how- 
ever, Cuba became a threat to its 
hemispheric neighbors, rather than an 
example for them to follow. 

One salutary result of Cuba was 
that it did arouse the United States 
Irom its apathy toward Latin America 
and' eventually Ic’d to the Alliance for 
Progress. 

Last month the Alliance marked 
the (*iic I of its first year. In some in- 
stance’s it has been successful, where- 
as in others, it has fallen for short 
of its goal. What has happened to the 
Alliance? After a year of operation, 
wha* are its shortcomings? 

First of all, it has not produced 
tangible results as quickly as they are 
needed. Although focused on a long 
range concept, such projects as 
schools, bousing, and health services 
are needed immediately. 

Teodoro Moscoso, United States 
administrator to the Alliance, re- 
cently wrote* in the New York Times 
Magazine “We stress development 
aid, long term programs involving 
loans, and grants tied to projects 
that will spark other projects into 
being. But there is the* need also to 
implant immediate hope* in the people 
of Latin America. 

Secondly, the social, political, and 
economic reforms agreed to in the* 
Punta del I'ste ( barter have been 
shunned by the* Latin American gov- 
ernments. The reform in land distri- 
bution is only a myth, as more than 



47 percent of all cultivated land is 
owned by one and a half percent 
of the population. Tax reform is non 
existent except in El Salvador and 
Mexico. Forty percent of the popu- 
lation over 15 years of age is illit- 
erate and 45 percent of the children 
under 14 do not attend school. The 
average yearly income per-capita is 
one sixth of the’ United States level 
and one third of Europe’s. 

Another of the Alliances .short- 
comings is that it was established 
under many false premises. One such 
premise was that private enterprise 
would match the investments that the 
United States and other governments 
made. 

Not only have the United State’s 
and European firms refrained from 
investing, hut native Latin firms have 
done* likewise. In countries where 
government stability cannot he an- 
ticipated from clay to day, the* pros- 
pect of investment is most unattrac- 
tive. Foreign investment is a dire 
necessity however, for financial aid 
channeled through the Alliance can- 
not begin to holster the* sagging econ- 
omies. 

David Smith, reporting in Nution 
magazine, stages "The Economic Com- 
mission for Latin America estimates 
that by 1975 Latin America’s fixed in- 
vestment needs will amount to 
$31,5(M),(XX),(XX). In the* period of 
1954-1956, this amount was only 
$S. 600. (MM). (KM).” 

The present imputation of 
2<H) million, is expected to reach 3(M) 
million by 1975 and double that by 
the end of the century. \s Mr. Smith 
points out in the X at ion article*, with 
population far outstripping the 
growth of capital and production all 
that c .iu he expe cted is deep and pro- 



longed misery for Latin Americans 
for years to come. 

The last, but perhaps inhst sig- 
nificant shortcomings, is that the Alli- 
ance has not yet begun to win the 
allegiance and support of the Latin 
American masses. As Mr. Moscoso, 
the United States Alliance dir* . n r 
wrote in the New York Times— “The 
masses have yet to make themselves 
heard. This is because they have yet 
to decide what the Alliance means to 
them. They are either misinformed or 
uninformed about the Alliance and 
the hope it holds for their future. 

These are only a few* obstacles 
observed during the Alliance’s first 
year. Numerous other roadblocks 
threaten future progress. 

There is no guarantee the Alli- 
ance for Progress es tlu* cure all lor 
the ills of Latin America. II it should 
he’, the* results will not he forthcom- 
ing in the near future. The full co- 
operation of all segments for the 
Latin American populace will he 
necessary for the program to even 
continue, much less succeed. 

Although the program has not 
been as effective as earlier antici- 
pated, progress is evident. Homes, 
roads, water supply systems, schools, 
hospitals, and health centers are be- 
ing built. 

Communism is being contained in 
the* hemisphere, world markets are 
slowly opening for Latin countries, 
and more citizens are gaining the 
right to vote. All of this is progress. 
A continued and concentrated effort 
on behalf of North and South Ameri- 
cans can make the Alliance for Prog- 
ress a workable prog: an to bring 
peace and prosperity to the Western 
Hemisphere. But it will take time, 
patience, education and money.
